A Republican Council Also Elected. 


A. .I. Oeraeules Elected Treasurer and 
T. M. Reilly, Assessor, Both 
Democrats. 
Tho municipal election in this city 
occurred on Tuesday and the result 
wa* a decided victory for the |>arty 
movement which was started by the 
republican organization, M. Hagberg 
being elected mayor by a majority of 
314. The moat sanguine of the party 
leader* did not expect to make a clean 
•weep in the first effort, but to lay the 
foundation for future city and county 
elections. 
The election of T. M. 
Reilly to the assessorship was brought 
•bout by a combination of circum­ 
stances which could not be prevented. 
Mr. Demeulee was returned on ac­ 
count of his personal popularity, and 
from the fact that Mr. Low was only 
announced as a candidate on Friday 
before election, having taken L. F. 
Johnson's place on the ticket. Of the 
city council, seven out of ten are pro­ 
nounced republicans. The victory at 
the polls on Tueedsy is one which ev­ 
ery republican in the city, and the 
county for that matter, can appreci­ 
ate. The democrats scoffed at the 
idea of party lines when the movement 
was talked of, and endeavored to qui­ 
et the matter. Failing lo do this they 
picked the strongest party leader they 
had and endeavored to elect him. 
How they succeeded can be appreci­ 
ated by glancing at the figures in the 
table below—the republican candi­ 
date receiving two votes to his one. 
The Jonrn&l endeavors to satisfy 
itself by saying that the vote did not 
run on party lines and that Dr. Hem- 
stead’s vote was merely a complimen­ 
tary one.

Pacific, and was taken sick last Nov­ 
ember and received a permit to enter 
the hospital at Brainerd.

He took no money 
with him, ss that was found in nis 
Crank. ’ He was somewhat flighty at 
times, jut before he left, and it is sn 
posed that he ended his life while 
partly deranged.

Otter Tail county has gone into the 
horse business in earnest this year, 
aud we believe that in five year* it 
will be one of the big horse producing 
counties of the Northwest 
Over 
tweuty imported draft stallions of 
various kinds have been brought into 
the county in the last year. In many 
instances the farmers have banded to­ 
gether and bought the stallions. It 
looked for awhile as though the trot­ 
ting horse was going to be neglected, 
but finally a syndicate was organized 
and J. O. Billings sent east to buy a 
trotting st a11 on which would be a 
credit to the Empire county.

FIrle Settler» Cau Cut T im ber on 
G o v e r n m e n t L a n d . 
W ashington , May 7.—Commissioner Car­ 
ter to-day issued an im portant circular let­ 
ter of instructions to reg isters and receivers 
of land offices in reg ard to the act of March 
3. 1891, relating to the cutting of tim ber 
from the public land. 
The sections apply only to Colorado, 
Montana. Idaho, N orth Dakota. South Da­ 
kota, W yoming , Nevada and Utah. 
The circular Bu y* th at the settlers on the 
public lands, miners, farmers and other 
bona fide residents who have not a suffi­ 
cient supply ot tim ber on their own claims 
or lands for firewood, fencing or building 
purposes, or for necessary use in tlevelop- 
ing the mineral and natural resources 
o t 
the lands owned or occupied by them, are 
Erm itted to procure tim ber from the pub- 
i lands to be Used for these purposes, but 
not tor sale or disposal, or use on other 
lands or by other persons. 
The law is con­ 
strued not to g ive the rig ht to cut tim ber 
on any appropriated or reserved public 
lands. 
The cutting or rem oving tim ber from 
public lands by or for any applicant before 
authority has been oracially g rantetl by 
the secretary of the interior will render the 
party so offending liable to prosecution 
lor trespass and subject his application to 
rejection. 
8aw m ill owners, lum ber dealers, and 
others who in any m anner « -auseor procure 
tim ber to be cut or rem oved from any pub­ 
lic lands in violation of law or reg ulations, 
w hether directly by men in their employ, 
or indirectly throug h contract or by pur­ 
chase, are eq ually g uilty o f trespass with 
the individuals who actually cut or remove 
such timbers, and are liable to crim inal 
prosecution, ih e procurer or luanufactuier 
of tim ber so cut, as well as the purchaser 
o f such tim ber or its product*, is also liable 
in civil suit to r the value thereof. 


TURNER HEARD FROM, 


S eat to 
First Na w i From th e Purveyor 
Ala ska . 


S an F r anc isc o , May 7.— T h e first letter to 
reach this city from J. H enry Turner, sub- 
assistant in the United States coast an« i g eo­ 
detic survey, since his departure for A laska 
in June, 1889, has been received by Prof. 
Georg e Davidson. 
Mr. Turner was in charg e of a party of 
ten which was to co-operate w ith a sim ilar 
party under Sub-Assistant McGrath in de­ 
term ining the location of the 141st m erid­ 
ian. the boundary line between A laska and 
British Columbia. 
The letter is dated atSt. 
Michael’s, Sept. 20, 1890, and was entrusted 
to the care ol the Wells party, by whom it 
was broug ht to this city. 
Discoveries of Mr. Turner in hitherto un­ 
explored reg ions which he traversed are 
very interesting . 
His observations will 
cause a chang e in the map of the country 
between Arctic and Porcupine rivers, in 
which he found rivers, lakes and m ountain 
rang es where before was supposed to be a 
vast plain. 
Incidentally Turner refers to the ex­ 
perience of Wells. who was forced to eat his 
own dog s. 
T urner’s camp was located on 
Porcupine river, It# » miles from the Arctic 
ocean, and 1,0U0 miles from the m outh ol 
the Y ukon river.

AN IMPORTANT ORDER. 


B o n a F id o Settlers C m C ut T im b e r on 
G o v e r n m e n t L an d . 
W ashington, May 7.—Com m issioner Car­ 
ter to-day issued an im portant circular let­ 
ter of instructions to registers and receivers 
o fland offices in regard to the act of March 
3, 1891, relating to Hie cutting of tim ber 
from the public land. 
The sections apply only to Colorado, 
Montana. Idaho, North Dakota. South Da­ 
kota, W yoming, Nevada and Utah. 
The circular says th at the settlers on the 
public lands, miners, farmers aud other 
bona fide residents who have not a suffi­ 
cient supply of tim ber on their own claims 
or lands for firewood, fencing or building 
purposes, or for necessary use in develop­ 
ing the m ineral aud natural resources of 
the lands owned or occupied by them, are 
perm itted to procure tim tier from the pub­ 
lic lands to be used for these purposes; hut 
not for sale or disposal, or use on other 
lands or by other persons. 
The law is con­ 
strued not to give the right to cut tim ber 
on any appropriated or reserved public 
lands. 
The cutting or rem oving tim ber from 
public lands by or for any applicant before 
authority bas been officially granted by 
the secretary of the interior will render the 
party so offending liable to prosecution 
lor trespass and subject his application to 
rejection. 
baw m ill owners, lum ber dealers, and 
others who iii any m anner causeur procure 
tim ber lo be cut or removed from any pub­ 
lic lands in violation of law or regulations, 
w hether directly by men iii their employ. 
or indirectly through contract or by pur­ 
chase, are equally guilty of tresjiass w ith 
the individuals who actually cut or remove 
such timbers, aud are liable to crim inal 
prosecution. Hie procurer or m anuiactuier 
o f tim ber so cut, asw ell as the purchaser 
o f such tim ber or its products, is also liable 
in civil suit for the value thereof.

M ichael’s. Sept. 20, 1890, and was entrusted 
to the care oi the Wells party, by whom it 
was brought to this city. 
Discoveries of Mr. Turner in hitherto un­ 
explored regions which he traversed are 
very interesting. 
H is observations will 
cause a change in the m ap of the country 
between A rctic and Porcupine rivers, in 
which he found rivers, lakes and m ountain 
ranges where before was supposed to be a 
vast plain. 
Incidentally Turner refers to the ex­ 
perience of Wells, who was forced to eat his 
own dogs. 
T urner’s camp was located on 
Porcupine river, lffn miles from the Arctic 
ocean, and 1,000 miles from the m outh of 
the Yukon river.

all 
miners did not get rich is accounted 
for in the statem ent th a t it took 
fair claim to pay expenses.

general restlessness, tell tile story of 
I m any failures to realize a fortune by 
even those who were the m ost lucky. 
Too often it was due to ex trav a­

The City to Su pport Them. 
The members of Co. K, of this city, 
are feeling somewhat ju bilant ov er 
the fact that the recent legislatu re 
passed a bill which compels the cities 
in which military companies are lo­ 
cated to su pport them. 
The law pro­ 
v ides that whenev er it shall appear by 
the certificate of the commander of 
the regiment or battalion to which 
any company, organized u nder the 
prov isions of the General Laws of the 
Slate of Minnesota (the military code), 
and the amendments thereof, belongs, 
that su ch battery or company has 
reached the minimu m nu mber of en­ 
listed men who regu larly attend the 
drills and parades of su ch battery and 
company, the commanding officer of 
the regiment or battalion, the mayor 
and the treasu rer of the city, town or 
v illage, or where there is qo mayor, 
then the proper au thorities of the 
town or v illage in whieh su ch battery 
or company is located, shall constitu te 
a board to erect or rent, within the 
bou nds of su ch city, tewn or v illage, 
for the u se of su ch battery or com­ 
pany, a su itable or conv enient armory, 
drill room and place of deposit for the 
safe keeping of the arms, u niforms, 
equ ipments, accou trements and camp 
equ ipage fu rnished u nder the prov i­ 
sions of thif act. 
And whenev er, in 
the opinion of the officer in perma­ 
nent command or in perm anent charge 
of any armory, the same shall be u nfit 
for the u ses for whioh it is designed, 
he may make complaint in writing 
thereof to said board, which board 
shall forthwith examine into the con­ 
dition of su ch armory and shall hav e 
power thereu pon to direct the altera­ 
tion, repair, enlargement or abandon­ 
ment of the same, and is case of 
abandonment, to 
prov ide 
another 
su itable armory. 
The expenses of 
altering, repairing, enlarging or tent­ 
ing armories, pu rchasing lands for 
the erection of armories, and for pro­ 
v iding the necessary camp stools, ap­ 
paratu s and fixtu res for heating and 
lighting and the fu el and gas or oil 
for the same, and water closets in su ch 
bu ilding, and for the proper preserv ­ 
ing from iü ju ry the arms, equ ipments, 
u niforms and records stored therein 
by the constru ction of su itable lockers, 
closets, gu n racks and cases for u ni­ 
forms. equ ipments, arms and records, 
and for the maintenance thereof in 
good and safe repair, shall be a por­ 
tion of the charges of su ch city, town 
or v illage, and shall be lev ied, col­ 
lected and paid in the same manner 
as other city, town or v illage charges 
are lev ied, collected and paid. 
The law also prov idee that a janitor 
shall be appointed who shall care for 
the armory, and in cas** it is heated 
by steam, an engineer, the compensa­ 
tion for su ch person not to exceed $2 
per day for actu al time, and that he

The City to Support Them. 
The members of Co. K, of this city, 
are feeling somewhat jubilant over 
the fact that the recent legislature 
passed a bill which compels the cities 
in which military companies are lo­ 
cated to support them. The law pro­ 
vides that whenever it shall appear by 
the certificate of the commander of 
the regiment or battalion to which 
any company, organized under the 
provisions of the General Laws of tho 
State of Minnesota (the military code), 
and the amendments thereof, belongs, 
that such battery or company has 
reached the minimum number of en­ 
listed men who regularly attend the 
drills and parades of such battery and 
company, the commanding officer of 
the regiment or battalion, the mayor 
and the treasurer of the city, town or 
village, or where there is no mayor, 
then the proper authorities of the 
town or village in which such battery 
or company is located, shall constitute 
a board to erect or rent, within the 
bounds of such city, town or village, 
for the use of such battery or com­ 
pany, a suitable or convenient armory, 
drill room and plaoe of deposit for the 
safe keeping of the arms, uniforms, 
equipments, accoutrements and camp 
equipage famished under the provi­ 
sions of thif sc i 
And whenever, in 
the opinion of the officer in perma­ 
nent command or in permanent charge 
of any armory, the same shall be nnfit 
for the uses for whioh it is designed, 
he may make complaint in writing 
thereof to said board, which board 
shall forthwith exaxftine into the con­ 
dition of such armory and shall have 
power thereupon to direct the altera­ 
tion, repair, enlargement or abandon­ 
ment of the same, and is case of 
abandonment, to 
provide 
another 
suitable armory. 
The expenses of 
altering, repairing, enlarging or tent­ 
ing armories, purchasing lands for 
the erection of armories, and for pro­ 
viding the necessary camp stools, ap­ 
paratus and fixtures for heating and 
lighting and the fuel and gas or oil 
for the same, and water closets in such 
building, and for the proper preserv­ 
ing from injury the arms, equipments, 
uniforms and records stored therein 
by the construction of suitable lockers, 
closets, gun racks and cases for uni­ 
forms, equipments, arms and records, 
and for the maintenance thereof in 
good and safe repair, shall be a por­ 
tion of the charges of such city, towa 
or villager and shall be levied, col­ 
lected and paid rn the same manner 
as other city, town or village charges 
are levied, collected aud paid. 
The law also provides that a janitor 
shall be appointed who shall care for 
the armory, and in cast* it is heated
